CHAPTER 345

AN ACT to renumber 85.05 (1) ; and to create 85.05 (1) (b) of the
statutes, relating to reciprocal privileges for foreign licensed auto-
mobiles.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 85.05 (1) of the statutes is renumbered 85.05 (1) (a) .
SECTION 2. 85.05 (1) (b) of the statutes is created to read:
85.05 (1) (b) Any automobile registered in any state of the United

States, the District of Columbia, or any foreign state or province which
carries the number plates indicating such registration, may be operated
over the highways of Wisconsin without registration in this state during
the year of such registration, if such state, district or province allows
automobiles registered in Wisconsin to be operated tax free upon its
streets and highways under conditions substantially as favorable to resi-
dents of Wisconsin as to its own residents, unless the owner of the auto-
mobile has moved to Wisconsin, or the automobile is purchased by a
Wisconsin resident, in which case such automobile must be registered in
accordance with s. 85.01.
